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Fichmann Aide Among Ex-Nazis 
Hiding under Burnoose in UAR 


JERUSALEM (P-O) — Start- 
ling disclosures concerning ex- 
Nazis hiding behind the “Sand 
Curtain” in the United Arab Re- 
public, continue to come to light, 
according to the special corres- 
pondent of the Israeli afternoon 
tabloid, Maariv. 

Outstanding among the crimi- 
nals taking refuge in the Arab 
hideout is Colonel Reiner Krie- 
wel, officially tagged as West 
German Military Attache at Cai- 
ro, The Israeli Security Service 
had “fingered” him as an aide 
of Adolf Eichmann, Nazi mass 
killer, now awaiting trial in Is- 
rael. According to reports, the 
Security Service had planned to 
kidnap Kriewel and whisk him 
to Israel to stand trial beside his 
former colleague in crime. 

A news item published a few 
days ago in a newspaper in the 
UAR, quoted Kriewel as denying 
emphatically that he had had 
any ties with Eichmann. Docu- 
mentary evidence gathered by 
the Israeli Security Service con- 
tradicts his denial. 

The man who supervised the 
transfer of Jews in Slovka and 
Salonika to the death camps in 
Poland is now living in Damas- 
cus, Syria, according to the Maa- 
riv correspondent, Posing as a 
Dr. George Fisher, the Nazi crim- 
inal’s real name is Elwies Brun- 
er. The Nazi “underground,” 
headed by Dr. Johannes voh 
Lers, an ex-SS officer, now going 
under the pseudonym of Prof. 
Emin Omar, and living luxurious- 
ly in the exclusive Maadi section 
of Cairo, spirited Bruner out of 
Vienna and into Damascus in 
1957. 

Another top Nazi criminal men- 
tioned in many documents which 
deal with the murder of Europe- 
an Jewry, is Franz Radamacher, 
a former official in the German 
Foreign Office, now working for 
the Damascus authorities. In 1952 
he was brought to trial in Bonn, 
West Germany, for war crimes, 
but was released on bail. While 
free under bail he fled to the 
UAR. 

Von Lers also used his “under- 
ground” to whisk Dr. Hans Ei- 
Selle to Cairo and set him up in 
4 palatial mansion at 83 21st 
Street in the select Maadi quar- 
ter. Eiselle is now sought by 
Bonn authorities for crimes 
against Jewish prisoners in Buch- 
enwald, 

Von Lers helped still another 
&-Nazi thug, Ludwig Zind, but 
in this case, the long arm of the 
underground didn’t function too 
Well. Zind was waiting at Naples, 
Italy, to board a ship for Lybia 
When Israeli seamen collared him 
% a fugitive war criminal and 
turned him over to Italian au- 
thorities. He has not yet been

time the Muazin ascends the 
Mosque tower and sounds a call 
to prayer. Included in this group, 
with an itch for Islam, are Dr. 
Heinrich Wilermann, a physician, 
who held the rank of SS Colonel. 
Now he is called Colonel Na’im 
Fahume. He acted as commander 
of a political concentration camp 
in Egypt. 

Another one of the burnoose 
brigade is Leopold Gleim, who 
acted as Gestapo chief in War- 
saw and is under sentence of 
death from the Internationl War 
Crimes Tribunal at Nuremburg. 

In Cairo, Gleim acts as an ad- 
viser of the Egyptian Security 
Service and is credited with in- 
troducing in the UAR the Nazi 
system of “brain-washing’’ polit- 
ical detainees. 

According to latest discoveries 
of Israeli Security agents, the 
following ex-Nazis are also holed 
up in the UAR: 

SS General Oskar Drielwager, 
architect of crimes against Jews 
in the Ukraine; Col. Joachim 
Daumling, who headed the Ges- 
tapo in Duesseldorf and is now 
an adviser of the Egyptian Se- 
curity Service; SS Col. Mosser, 
who became a Moslem and is 
now called Emin Nalsiman, He 
has organized the Egyptian 
Youth Troupe along the lines of 
the Hitler Jugend. 

Other ex-Nazis in Arab-land in- 
clude: SS Col. Fritz Ressler, who 
got himself elected to the Ger- 
man Bundestag under the alias 
of Franz Richter. When his 
identity was discovered he de- 
camped to the UAR, became a 
Moslem and now serves as von 
Lers’ aide in the Egyptian Propa- 
ganda Service; Col. Wily Beis- 
ner, a Nazi Security Service 
agent; Col. Martens, an expert 
on paratroop invasions; Col. De- 
Busch, an ex-SS officer; Gen. 
Graf Schtrechwitz; Col. Hardt; 
Col. Franz Rostal and Col. Hans 
Peter Heigel. 








HAVANA (P-O) — The situa- 
tion of Jews in Cuba is one of 
flux and despair, They don’t 
know where to turn. They are 
caught up in a situation -over 
which they have no control. They 
look toward the future with un- 
certainty. 

They feel cut off from the Jew- 
ish community in the United 
States. The political antipathy 
which characterizes the attitude 
of Washington toward Cuba, 
seems to color the rabbinical and 
lay bodies in the United States 
in their attitudes towards the 
Havana Jewish community so 
close to their shores. 


A correspondent for The Na- 
tional Jewish POST and OPIN- 
ION reports that all Cuban eco- 
nomic life is being controlled and 
regulated under stricter reins 
held by the Government. Since 
this includes private enterprise 





in manufacturing and commerce, 
affected. 

At the same time, the corres- 
pondent states, the Cuban Gov- 
ernment has been careful to 
maintain friendly relations with 
the Jewjsh community, to avoid 
discrimination and to extend to 
the Cuban Jews cordial New 
Year greetings. 

This year, in fact, for the first 
time in the history of the Cu- 
ban Jewish community, a Cuban 
Government sent Rosh Hashana 
and Yom Kippur greetings.

UNITED BY MAIL CLERK'S ERROR

LOS ANGELES (P-0O)—A mail 
clerk’s error in the Los Angeles 
Jewish Home for the Aged united 


two brothers who had not seen 
each for half a century. 

Their separation spelled out, 
would be the story of world 
Jewry scattered before the winds 
of Hitlerism, and economic neces- 
sity, across thousands of miles 
of the globe. 

Both lived under the same roof 
of the Jewish Home for the Aged, 
unaware of the deep personal tie. 
Jehiel Brykman, 74, has been a 
resident for the past four years. 
Israel Brykman, 52, has been a 
waiter there since this past Feb- 





ruary. 

It was the day that the home’s 
mail clerk gave the elder Bryk- 
man a letter from the younger 
man’s son, Philip, 17, a student 
at the. Latin School of Boston, 
Mass, that the spark leading to 
recognition was fired. 

Was it possible that they were 
brothers? One had left his tiny 
Polisi: village in 1910 to come to 
America. The other wns a two- 
year-old infant at the time. The 
younger brother had survived the 
wars in Poland, fled the Ger- 
mans, gone to Uraguay, South 
America in 1940—and then came 
to the United States. 

For more than a decade Israel 
searched for his older brother. 





He haunted Jewish social agen- 
cies, refugee organizations, placed 
advertisements in papers in many 
cities—but not a glimmer of re- 
sponse or even hope. 

Now facing the older man, he 
had been given a letter by error, 
his questions poured out, 

“Where born?” 

“Slypyanova, Poland . 
same!” 

“Father’s name?” 

“Lippo Meyer Brykman ... 
P< 15 PO via 

Brothers, indeed — discovered 
by a miracle Other details all 
confirmed it.

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Jewish Pianist 
Accused as Tool 
Of Nazi Killers 


TEL AVIV—A Jewish pianist, 
now a resident of this city, who 
allegedly acted as a “Jewish po 
lice officer” for the Nazis in Pol- 
and during World War II, is cur- 
rently under IL 1,000 bail while 
police investigate his case. 


THE SUSPECT — Hirsh Bern- 
blat—was arrested by Tel Aviv 
police. He was released on bail 
by Justice of the Peace J. Zobar 
who rejected a plea from Bern- 
blat that his name be withheld 
from publication. 

“In a case of this kind,” ruled 
the judge, “it is most important 
that the suspect’s name be pub- 
lished.” 


BERNBLAT WAS arrested on 
the complaint of a member of 
a kibbutz who said he recognized 
the pianist as the former “Jew- 
ish police officer” in Nazi occu- 
pied Poland who blackmailed 
Jews, turned them in to the auth- 
orities and beat them. 

Bernblat denied the charges. 
Police say that other accusers 
have come forward to “point the 
finger” at the pianist. At the 
same time, according to police, 
others have said Bernblat per- 
formed many “good deeds” for 
Jews in Poland during World 
War II. 
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JERUSALEM (P-O) — Behind 
a transparent plastic panel in a 
sound-proof room of the huge 
fortress-like prison outside Haifa, 
Dr. Robert Servatius, heavy- 
jowled Cologne lawyer who will 
defend Adolf Eichmann, con- 
ferred for the first time with his 
client on Sunday. 


The German attorney handed 
the Nazi mass killer a letter from 
his brother in Linz and said that 
his wife, Vera, now living: in se- 
clusion in a Vienna forest, had 
applied through a European 
lawyer to the Israeli authorities 
for permission to visit her hus- 
band in his cell. 

The guard, who is always with 
Eichmann, withdrew from the 
prison room where Servatius and 
Eichmann met but the two men 
were visible to guards during the 
two-hour-long interview. Every 
move they made was watched 
through the transparent plastic 
panel which had been especially 
installed in the prison wall for 
just that purpose. 

On his return to Jerusalem, 
Dr. Servatius confirmed that he 
will take on the defense of Eich- 
mann who is charged with being 
the architect of the murder of 
six million Jews in Nazi gas 
chambers during World War II. 

The 65-year-old lawyer said the 
prisoner “locked very well,” 
much better than he had ex- 
pected him to be from pictures 
Dr. Servatius refused to disclose 
the contents of the letter from 
Eichmann’'s brother or to dis- 
cuss what transpired during the 
interview with the prisoner. 

In Jerusalem, the Cologne at- 
torney went into a huddle with 
Israeli Attorney General Gideon 
Hausner who will prosecute the 
cese against Eichmann when the 
Nazi criminal comes to trial be- 
fore an Israel tribunal in the 
Spring. 

Hausner told Dr. Servatius that 
the prosecution’s case will be 
ready in January. Yosef Nah- 
mias, Israel Police Inspector, an- 
nounced in Tel Aviv that Bureau 
06, which is conducting the in- 
vestigation for the trial, will com- 
plete its work by Dec. 1. 

In Jerusalem, meanwhile, work 
was speeded up on the comple- 
tion of Beit Ha’am, scheduled to 
serve as the location for the 
trial. The Municipality has ap- 
proved acceptance of a IL2000,000 
bank loan to complete the build- 
ing and the dedication ceremony 
is scheduled for December. 

Israe] plans the Eichmann ar- 
raignment as a historic case in 
which full light will be shed on 
the tragedy of European Jewry 
at the hands of the Hitlerites. 

Dr. Servatius sees the trial as 
“an opportunity to seek a revi- 
sion of the Nuremburg War 
Crimes trials.” He also indicated 
that he intends to challenge the 
competence of the Israel Courts 
to try Eichmann. The crimes at- 
tributed to him were not com- 
mited in Israel, the attorney said. 

“The place where a crime is 
committed is of major import- 
ance from the international point 
of view,” Dr. Servatius declared. 
“I presume that the Israeli law- 
yers are already racking their 
brains on that problem, as the 
law, on this point, is on Ejich- 
mann’s side. 

“The best place for the Eich- 
mann trial would be an interna- 
tional court or a court in Ger- 
many, Austria, Hungary or any

is alleged to have commited the 
crimes. 


“But, if the Israeli judges find 
that they are competent to try 
Eichmann, I have full confidence 
in them. I know that the Jews 
are clever and just. As ior my 
part in the case, I will not desert 
Eichmann. I will fight for him 
until the end.” 


Dr. Sarvatius said he had lined 
up no witnesses for the defense 
as yet. He would welcome the 
assistance of an Israeli lawyer, 
he asserted, for matters of pro- 
cedure and legal advice. For rhe 
trial, he added, he will bring 
an assistant lawyer and a secre- 
tary from Germany. 


Asked by reporters whether he 
himself believed Eichmann was 
innocent of the crimes charged 
against him, Dr. Servatius re- 
plied: “I am interested in find- 
ing out the truth. The judgment 
will be on facts. Up to now, we 
have had only books, reports and 
stories. Some questions raised 
in the Nuremburg trials will be 
brought up again in the Eich- 
mann trial. 


“For me it will be an oppor- 
tunity to revise the Nuremburg 
trials. I do not mean that the 
Nuremburg trials were unjust, 
but simply that we will have an 
opportunity to find out who were 





responsible for giving the or- 
ders and carrying them out.” 

The cost of Eichmann’s de- 
fense will total about $25,000 
That figure at least, Dr. Servatius 
said, will defray all expenses if 
the proceedings do not last long- 
er than two months. Eichmann’s 
two brothers in Linz have raised 
the money, the lawyer added, 
some of it by obtaining a loan 
from a bank. One of t* brothers 
is a lawyer. 

Servatius declined comment on 
reports that the West German 
Goverrment had refused to assist 
the defense fund. 

Of medium height and corpu- 
lent, Dr. Servatius is pink com- 
plexioned with bright blue eyes 
and a shock of gray hair. He is 
constantly surrounded by an 
echelon of guards supplied by 
the police. 

He answered questions of 
newsmen affably. He spoke chief- 
ly in English. His speech is slow 
as though he were carefully 
weighing each word. 

“Although I specialize in com- 
mercial and civil law,” he said, 
“I was engaged by my client’s 
brothers on the strength of my 
Nuremburg experience. There I 
defended Fritz Sauckel, who was 
charged with heading the Nazis’ 
slave labor organization.” 

Sauckel was executed.

JELUSALEM (P-O) — Gideon 
Hausner, Israeli Attorney Gen- 
eral, who will prosecute the case 
against Adolf Eichmann, Nazi 
killer of six million Jews, when 
he comes to trial in the Spring, 
is a man of middle height with 
green eyes and a slow, thought- 
ful manner of speech. 

He is balding, agile, “quick on 
the uptake” and has a peculiar 
way of pronouncing his “r’s” 
which he speaks with a flat, off- 
key nasal twang. 

He speaks English, German 
and Hebrew fluently and has a 
good knowledge of French, Pol- 
ish and Arabic. 

Concerning the forthcoming 
trial, he said: 

“It will be the presentation of 
the facts in the hideous fate of 
six million Jews at the hands of 
the Nazis. In a way it will re- 
count the history of those days; 
specifically it will be aimed at 
proving Eichmann’s role in 
them.” 

Hausner studied at the Her- 
zilya Gymnasium in Tel Aviv

One way of doing this has been 
to prepare 50 meals daily to feed 
him. The British newspaper

Somebody might try to slip a 
poison dose into Eichmann’s food. 
So when the fifty meals are pre- 
pared one is given to Eichmann 
and the rest to his guards. 


Nobody knows who is going 
to get what. The system has kept 
Eichmann alive so far to stand 
trial in the Spring before an Is 
raeli tribunal for the murder of 
six million Jews.

An editorial in the magazine 
denounced Dr. Goldmann’s Con- 


ference of Intellectuals in Paris 
in September and pointed out 
that the Hungarian Jewish com- 
munity had resigned from the 
World Jewish Congress over his 
insistence on holding the confer- 
ence, 


“Thus,” said Israel Horizons, 
“whatever doubtful effect the 
conference might have had on 


Soviet policy towards the Jewish 
question, has already been can- 
celled out by alienating the only 
affiliate of a world Jewish organ- 
ization in the Soviet sphere and 
by creating unnecessary argu- 
Ment and tension within Western 
Jewry and by forcing a false di- 
Vision between ‘right and left’.” 


The editorial states that “much 
has happened” since the “spirit 
of Camp David” gave hope that 
anew era of “peaceful co-exist- 
ence” was about to emerge. 


“The issue now,” the editorial 
Continues “is not that of the So- 
Viet Union and the Jews but 
that of war or peace. The ques- 
tion we must ask ourselves is 
Whether such a conference, no 
Matter how mild its speeches or 
Tesolutions, will further ex- 
acerate the Cold War. The answer 
We believe is obvious. 


“We do not advocate that criti- 
sm of the Soviet Union’s atti- 
tude toward its Jewish citizens

fact is that unhappily the USSR’s 
Posture on these matters appears 
o be stiffening. 

“The anti- Israel. propaganda 
being beamed by Moscow to the 
Arab Middle East is both sland- 
fous and provocative and get- 
ting more so daily. The refusal 
to allow its scientists to attend

“And What can be said of the 


USSR’s refusal to grant visas 
to Israelis now roaming Europe 
to gather evidence against Adolf 
Eichmann? 

“Criticism is one thing, a con- 
ference another, particularly at 
this time. We have tried in our 
thinking to be as charitable to 
Dr. Goldmann as possible. We 
have applauded his thesis, ex- 
pressed time and again, that the 
Jewish people, because they live 
under most flags and all politico- 
economic regimes, must be neu- 
tral. 

“We are also certain that he 


has only the welfare of the Jews 
in mind in wanting the confer- 
ence and not a forum for Cold 
War sentiments. We believe too 
that if he could give the matter 
a second thought, he would con- 
clude, as we have, that there is 
in it more danger than hope for 
the Eastern European Jews that 
it might lead to a crackdown by 
Moscow on states, such as Pol- 
and, that have been solving their 
Jewish problem along construc- 
tive lines, including aliya to Is-

LONDON—Young German 
hooligans visiting the Dachau 
Crematorium — where swastikas 
were recently scratched on the 
gas chamber walls — laugh and 
joke, according to Jacob Schwel- 
ler, Crematorium Curator. 

IN A STATEMENT to the cor- 
respondent of the London Jewish 
Herald, Schwaller said he fre- 
quently had to warn the “hood- 
lums” to watch their behaviour 
in the chambers where millions 
of Jews were tortured and mur 
dered by the Nazis. 

“One 25-year-old hoodlum,” 
said Schweller, “caused an up- 
roar at the camp by shouting 
‘The crematorium was built by 
the Americans, for propaganda 
purposes’.” 

IT DEVELOPED, said Schwel- 
ler, that the demonstrator was 
the son of a former SS guard 
at the Dac!iau camp. The ex-SS 
gauleiter was sentenced to serve 
15 years in prison after the war. 
His son boasted that he served 
only five and was then released.

Reform Chapel Will Break Orthodox Monopoly in Israel

LOS ANGELES (P-0)—“I am 
for freedom of religion ‘in Israel 
—even for Jews,” said Dr. Nelson 


Glueck, Hebrew Union College 
president, at a well attended 
metropolitan press conference 
held in down- 
town Los An- 
geles. : 

In this city 


for opening day 
exercises at 
the California { 
branch of the 
C incinnatti 
based reform 
seminary, Dr. 
Glueck prophe- 
sized the breaking of orthodox 
religious monoply in Israel. He 
expressed the belief that the test 
would come when the reform 
chapel will open in the Hebrew 
Union’s soon - to - be - established 
post graduate center in Jerusa- 
lem 

“The first application to per- 
form a marriage in the reform 
chapl will be the test,” he said. 

The famed archaeologist who 
has spent eight summers uncov- 
ering Biblical sites (he estimates 
more than 1,000) in the Negev 
desert, said that “the govern- 
ment of Israel, from Ben-Gurion 
down, is for freedom of religion.” 

He noted that “up to now, Or- 
thodex Judaism has had an acci- 
dental monopoly on formal wor- 
ship, because that was what was 
there when the government was 
founded.” 

In Glueck’s opinion the new 
Hebrew Union College. buildings

(the Israel government granted 
“an eternal lease” for two acres, 


just a few yards south of the 
King David Hotel) was proof 
enough of the cooperative atti- 
tude of the Ben-Gurion govern- 
ment. It had also granted 50,000 
Israeli pounds to cover import 
duties on incoming materials for 
the reform seminary. 

From the beginning of the pro- 
jected post-graduate school, 
which will specialize in Biblical 
archaeology and Semitic lan- 
guages, Glueck said the orthodox 
elements in Israel had been es- 
pecially opposed to the reform 
chapel being constructed. 

“We meet considerable oppo- 
sition from leaders of Orthodox 
Jewry. These Orthodox rabbis 
historically enjoy a monopoly in 
the new nation. 

“Under present law,” he told 
the press, “for example, no Jew- 
ish marriage or divorce is legal, 
unless performed by an Ortho- 
dox rabbi.” 

When the reform chapel opens, 
Glueck forecast, a joining of the 
issue. 

“I cannot conceive,” he said, 
“that there will be denied to 
Jews in Israel the freedom of 
religion they have fought for 
throughout the world for cen- 
turies.” 

With emphasis, the rabbi-pre- 
sident stated that Reform Juda- 
ism will drive the wedge between 
“church and state” in Israel 
“within about a year.” 

“I am wedded to the principles 
of freedom of religion, whether 
in America, Africa or Israel,” he 
said. “I believe this as an Amer- 
ican and.as a, Jew.” 

The new Reform post-graduate 
center in Israel he said would be 





a “thorough American institu- 
tion.” Classes would not be 
taught in Hebrew, nor would 
there be any discrimination as 
to students. 

“Anyone may enroll,” he said, 
“Jew, Christian or Hottentot, as 
long as they have the academic 
qualifications.” 

Tremendous interest and cov- 
erage marked the Glueck inter- 
view which received a good deal 





of space in all metropolitan 
dailies here. 
In a stirring manner Dr, 


Glueck said: “I love Israel deeply 
and hope for its progress, but 
I believe it can only fill its great 
potential and promise by having 


the same kind of religious free- 
dom that Amos and the other 
ancient Hebrew prophets fought 
for.”

his feet . . . then the older folk 
may wince and wonder, but the 
youngsters go wild, absolutely 
wild. , 

Not only do they accompany 
him, clapping, tapping, harmoniz- 
ing (in key, off key, who: cares 
about concord in this near 
frenzied highly vocal free-for- 
all?), but they practically sub- 
merge the unsolitary soloist. 

‘Let me sing it by myself the 
first time,” he pleads over and 
again with these over-precipitous 
participants. 

“Five years ago I didn’t think 
I'd be singing at the Town Hall,” 
confesses Carlebach, and his con- 
fession hardly comes as @ Sur- 
prise. Five years ago he was the 
spiritual leader of a small com- 
munity in New Jersey. Today 
(although he is still assistant 
rabbi in his father’s West Side 
synagogue) he is one of the most 
popular performers on the Jew- 
ish scene (he has just recorded 
his second dise and recently re- 
turned from his second European 
tour) and his performance is in 
many ways unique. 

Observing Carlebach’s Town 
Hail debut, one realizes that the 
ability to provoke passionate par- 
ticipation is the clue to and the 
keynote of his success. . 

For what are the songs? Not 
folksongs in the conventional 
sense, but brief prayer passages 
or Bible verses, set to melodies 
of hts own composition. 

And what are these melodies? 
Mainly monotonic,. rhythmie and 


increasingly rhapsodie repetition. |" 


Carlebach acknowledges his debt 
to the Negro spirituals which 
Streak his minstrelsy with mo- 
ments of deep-toned melancholy 
and to the exuberant influence 
of modern Israeli music, But his 
chief inspiration has been the 
fire and fervor of the Hassidic 
circles in which he has spent his 
life, for among Hassidim music 
isa matter of mood and mood is 
a Means to achieve soaring ec- 
Stasy,

Descendant of 
a long line of notable rabbis and 
scholars, Shlomo Carlebach has 
found his function and his ful- 
fillment in this form of expres- 
sion. 


“Have I heard him before? 
Yes, a hundred-thousands times,” 
declares a girl with typical teen- 
age hyperbole, “Like him?” Sure, 
I like him! He’s great!” 


So, in what does Carlebach’s 
“greatness” lie? Perhaps, para- 
doxically, the answer can be 
found in the requirements and 
responses of the autograph-im- 
ploring teens and twenties, who 
are his best and best-loved audi- 
ences. Young religious Jews are 
in a sense the Cinderellas of so- 





ciety, lacking the letting-off- 


steam outlets of their non or less 
religious counterparts. 

But in Carlebach, orthodox and 
articulate, graduate of Lakewood 
Yeshiva and Columbia Univer- 
sity, they find a symbolic synthe- 
sis of two diverging worlds. 
Here, in a basically acceptable 
format (although there is con- 
troversy in ultra-religious circles 
as to the exact degree of ac- 
ceptability), they find release for 
devout and desirable high spirits, 
and possibly reawakening of 
deeper, often dormant, emotions. 

“Some people think that to re- 
turn to God is a sad thing,” he 
says in one of his inspirational 
introductions. “Yet, it is the most 
joyful thing that there is. Every- 
one with a bit of heart, a bit of 
neshama, come on, join me, let’s 
go!” 

When Carlebach gives the “let’s

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Kennedy-Nixon TV Debate Puts Spotlight On Increasing Number Of Aged 


By MYRON SCHOEN 

The recent Kennedy-Nixon TV 
debate served to emphasize one 
important aspect of American 
life that is fraught with many 
problems — the increasing num- 
bers of our people who are liv- 
ng beyond age 
55 and are re- 
tired from ac- 
tive business 
and commer- 
eial pursuits, 
That this pre- 
sents a prob- 
lem and a chal- 
lenge to the 
American syn- 
agogue has 
been recognized by the national 
bodies of Judaism as well as 
individual congregations. The 
Synagogue Council of America, 
representing all branches of 
American Jewry, will participate 
ini the 1961 White House Confer- 
ence on Aging which begins on 
January 9th and particularly in 
the “Religion Section.” 
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This problem is one that should 
concern lay leaders as well as 
rabbis and professional social 
workers and it is encouraging to 
note that synagogue boards have 
recognized their responsibilities 
in many communities as evi- 
denced by the organization of 
congregational “Golden Age” 
clubs and projects. To properly 
assess the role of the individual 
congregation in relation to the 
aging, lay leaders as well as pro- 
fessionals must have a_back- 
ground and a briefing on the 
evolution of the American Jew- 
ish scene. 

In November, 1959, at the ninth 
Biennial Conference of the Na- 
tional Association of Temple Ad- 
ministrators (an affiliate of the 
UAHC) there was a session de- 
voted to “The Changing Nature 
of the Temple Program” and an 
exceptional paper was presented 
by the late Henry Goldstein, ex- 
ecutive director of North Shore 
Congregation Israel, Glencoe, Ml. 
Although Mr. Goldstein’s untime- 
ly demise last July cut short a 
brilliant career, his astute evalu- 
ation of “The Older Generation 
and the New” should be read and 
studied and is therefore the basis 
for a series of three articles of 
which the following is the first: 


“WE HAVE been an ambival- 
ent generation. Those of us who 
are first children of first or even 
second generation Americans 
have been part of the adjustment 
to American life. We learned our 
first grade readers along with 
our parents who were learning 
to read and write the new lan- 
guage. We _ struggled with 
clothes handed down from older 
to younger brother, while our 
parents struggled in profes- 
sions or business trades handed 
down from immigrants here just

a bit longer than they. We 
adjusted through the growing 
pains of adolescence and chose 
our future Professions while they 
adjusted to the American com- 
munity life and assumed posi- 
tions of varying importance in 
the small or larger towns. 
Avenues would become open to 
them socially, they hoped, as 
they rose economically. 

“The peddier became a shop- 
keeper; the tailor opened a retail 
clothing store; the carpenter be- 
came a building contractor; the 
junk dealer became a steel mer- 
chant; and night school courses 
thrived because of the desire to 
rise in the new American Jewish 
community. 

“With this progress came the 
conflicts in Jewish life. The re- 
ligious Jew made every effort to 
keep up the observances by or- 
ganizing synagogues and religi- 
ous schools, The cheder, the tal- 
mud torah and the yeshiva be- 
came the focal center of religious 
organization. On the other hand, 
the secularist community wanted 
to develop a secular Jewish cul- 
ture. This was characterized in 
the folkschuler, the Yiddish and 
Zionist centers that so many of 
us remember. 


“IN THE NEW LAND the Jew 
began to feel emancipated. The 
Jew who knew the ghetto so 
well, seemed to think that with 
this emancipation the difficulties 
between himsclf and the Gentile 
would be reduced to the private 
realm of religion. He soon found 
out this was an illusion and that 
Jewishness, Per se, was an in- 
surmountable barrier for social 
relationships. The sheer size of 
American society allowed Jews 
and many heterogeneous groups 
to live side by side, but the forms 
of their adjustment were much 
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more difficult to determine. The 
price of assimilation would only 
be the abandonment of inherited 
principles, If the Jew became 
“sanitary enough” and devoid of 
any old world aura, he might be 
adopted by the larger commun- 
ity, but, if so, it would be only 
on a provisional basis. 

“Thus, it came to the point 
where the families that entered 
the immigrant ghetto were con- 
fronted with one task—to get 
out, or to enable the next gener- 
ation to get out. To get out 
meant that the Jewish commun- 
ity had become as affluent as the 
outside community. It meant also 
that it had to be accepted on its 
merits, qualifications and 
through educational superiority. 

“Tt is interesting that in mod- 
ern society the Jews have been 
stamped with the values that 
make for good businessmen and 





intellectuals. The Jewish habits 


of foresight, care, modernation 
and puritanism probably arose 
during the two thousand years 
that the Jews lived as strangers 
among other peoples. The Jew. 
ish capitalists today are the song 
or grandsons of those who in an. 
other generation had only their 
wits for capitalism, or whose 
claims to fame were the memo 
ries that allowed them to become 
scholars. As each generation gue. 
ceeds, as the numbers of the first 
and second-generation America’s 
decline, the Jews will become 
more homogeneous within the 
American society. He will emu- 
late the church-going and social 
Patterns of his neighbors but 
seek his identification in his own 
circles.”

Rhodesian Jews Decide 
To Remain in Country 


BULAWAYO (P-O) —- Warned 
that they must “brace themselves 
for a change,” most members of 
the Jewish community of Rho- 
desia have announced emphatic- 
ally that they intend to remain 
in the country. 

E. Eliasov, re-elected president 
of the Rhodesian Jewish Board 
of Deputies, stated in his ad- 
dress to the 13th biennial con- 
gress of the board, that most of 
Rhodesia’s 7,700 Jews intend to 
stay put, despite the changes 
made by nationalism. 

In the meantime, word was re- 
ceived from London that the first 
Jew to be named High Commis- 
sioner of a Commonwealth coun- 
try has been appointed in the 
capital. He is A. E. P. Robinson, 
High Commissioner of the Fed- 
eration of Rhodesia and Nyasa- 
land. 

Robinson is chairman of Cen- 
tral African Airways and Fed- 
eral member of the Monckton 
Commission. He is also a direc- 
tor of the Standard Bank of 
South Africa. He went to Rho- 
desia seven years ago from South 
Africa where he was a member 
of Parliament for a number of 
years, 

A. E. Abrahamson, Minister of 
Labour, Housing and Social Wel- 
fare in the Southern Rhodesian 
Government, warned the Board 
of Deputies that there is no coun- 
try in the world today which is 
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not undergoing changes. 

“This is & time for confidence, 
vigor and activity,” he said. 

Eliasov said that while “Israel 
is the ultimate ideal of all Jews, 
there are many—in fact the vast 
majority—who firmly intend to 
continue living here.” 

The congress was attended by 
delegates from communities in 
all parts of Southern and North- 
ern Rhodesia. 

Arthur Suzman, Q.C., vice-chair. 
man of the executive commit- 
tee of the South African Jewish 
Board of Deputies, told Congress 
that it was the function of Jew- 
ish leaders to approach social 
and political problems from a 
moral standpoint and to speak 
out in accordance with the dic: 
tates of their conscience. 

G. Rosin, chairman of the 
Board’s Congo Refugee Relief 
Committee, received congratula- 
tions from the ¢ongress for the 
work of his committee in aiding 
refugees in general and Jewish 
refugees in particular. 

Congress also commended the 
executive for the establishment 
and maintenance of the Carmel 
School — the first Jewish day 
school in Rhodesia. 


Eliasov revealed that when the 
emergency was declared in South- 
ern Rhodesia and Nyasaland in 
1959, “certain voices” urged the 
Jewish Board of Deputies to de 
part from its generally accepted 
policy of not attempting to speak 
for the’ Jewish community on 
general political issues. 

“We resisted this counsel,” he 
said. “I felt then and I feel now 
that we were right.”

OR WE FIND an interview 
with young people in which the 
present emphasis on material 
possessions is decried; and a few 
pages away we are treated to the 
latest twist in decorating a living 
room, which if you’re going to 
try to copy at home, will run into 
quite a bit of material posses- 
sions, namely new furniture and 
drapes and wall decorations and 
what-nots. And rare is the ladies 
magazine which doesn't feature 
a brand new kitchen and laundry 
room to make a mouth water. 

Or again, an article is often 
dedicated to the subject of 
weight. Some delighted reader 
wants to share with others the 
wonderful news of how she re- 
duced from 200 to 125 pounds. 
Which would be fine except that 
on ten other pages, not counting 
some of the ads, we are treated 
to luscious, tempting pictures_of 
dishes just loaded with calories. 


AS LONG AS I'm airing a few 
gripes about women’s publica- 
tions, let me add a couple about 
advertisers. 

Is it fair for the makers of 
girdles to present their products 
in such a tricky manner? Do 
they use models who really need 
a girdle like you and me or one 
of those slim young things who 
obviously would look just as slim 
and firm without one? And along 
this same sneaky path is the 
make-up ad which announces 
that this product will result in 
an angelic young look, and to 
prove it features an angelic 
young lady who is supposed to

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LITTLE FAR AFIELD 


The Jewish Floridian criticizes Miami U. for schedul- 
ing its opening home football game on Yom Kippur eve. 
The criticism is more like a tap on the shoulder, it is 
couched in very civil terms. 

The paper writes: 

It is understandable that the Jewish community, 
which contributes a siginificant number of students to 
the University of Miami, and many of whose leaders 
stand high in the ranks of the university’s citizens 
committee and board, should be concerned about the 
conflict of dates. 

UM’s opening game with North Carolina on Fri- 
day night will see thousands of students away from 
the stadium. Many, many thousands more South Flor- 
idians, who are season ticket-holders, will not be able 
to attend because of Yom Kippur. 

If the University of Miami sees its relationship 
to the Jewish community as this community does to 
the university, more care should have been taken in 
arranging the opening date. 

Aren’t we going a little far afield when we take the 
position that a non-Jewish agency should note the Jewish 
holidays for its atiletic events? 

The second question is why the Jewish Floridian 
doesn’t object to the football games on the Sabbath all 
during the year? This is a greater violation than the Yom 
Kippur one, because no holiday approaches the Sabbath, 
not even Yom Kippur, in sanctity in the Jewish view. 


THE SIX MILLION DEAD 


One of our readers in Park Forest, Ill., has written 
to us to inquire about what American Jewish agency 
would be the proper one to set an appropriate day for 
an annual ceremony of remembrance for the 6 million 
Jews who died in the Hitler holocaust. 

WE REFERRED him to the Synagogue Council of 
America, which includes representatives, both lay and rab- 
binical, of every wing of Judaism. 

For our part, we feel that the observance should be a 
part of Yom Atzmaut. This is the day of Israel’s rebirth 
in modern times, and a day already becoming enshrined 
as a part of the observance of the Jewish community, in 
a manner similar to July 4 in the general community. 

IN JEWISH tradition, the joyous and the tragic have 
been combined in not a few of our holidays. Also the birth 
of Israel can be traced in parts to Hitler’s savage war on 
the Jews, so that Yom Atzmaut and commemorating the 
6 million dead are much of a natural combination. 


ONE NEW YEAR MESSAGE 


Prime Minister David Ben-Gurion issued a compre- 
hensive and ennobling document addressed to world Jewry 
as his message for the Jewish New Year. 


THIS WAS THE message that should have been spread 
throughout the U.S. Jewish community. But was it? 

Not to our knowledge. 

What was sent to all Jewish newspapers was a message 
conveniently camouflaged as Israel’s leader’s New Year 
wishes, urging American Jews to give to the UJA. This 
was sent out by the UJA organization, whose alert 
publicity department is never one to miss a bet. Other 
organizations did the same thing, we are sure. 

THIS IS WHAT ails U.S. Jewry. The chaos. 

Everyone does as he pleases. This need not be dis- 
astrous, except when no one has any regard for decency, 
and the criterion for behavior: does it help our organ- 
ization. 

In the case of Mr. Ben-Gurion’s message, we hope 
that since the U.S. Jewish community can’t be trusted, the 
new set-up in publicity relations in Israel just announced 
(P-O, Sept. 20) will allow but one message to go out 
from Mr. Ben-Gurion’s office to the Jews of the world at 
the New Year from here on. 


OUR SHORTCOMINGS 


At the time announcement was made that the Insti- 
tute of Contemporary Jewry at the Hebrew University of 
Jerusalem would teach a course on American Jewry, we 
wrote an editorial which never got printed. 

THE EDITORIAL indicated that if the course was 
factual, and we are sure it would be, the picture it painted 
of American Jewry most certainly would be a confused one. 

In every area of U.S. Jewish life, whether it is organ- 
izational or religious, a survey would show confusion not 
only in goals and activities, but also contradictions and 
cross purposes. No one seems to know where they are 
going, and the overriding theme is opposition to compet- 
ing groups. 

THIS WEEK, Dr. Moshe Davis, erstwhile of the Jew- 
isk Theological Seminary of America, who heads the He- 
brew U. Institute, asked an audience of presidents and 
executive directors of our national Jewish agencies, for 
ceoperation to the extent of providing his institute with 
reperts and self-study documents of Jewish organizations 
and institutions in the U.S. 

No doubt Dr. Davis, who knows the U.S. Jewish com- 
munity only too well made this request with tongue in 
cheek. He said that “secondary sources and periodicals are 
important, but they are inadequate by themselves.” Yet 
this is all he'll get if he waits for handouts. 

THE INSTITUTE is not unprepared for its task, to

Nat Belth has sent me a copy of “Barriers 
—Patterns of Discrimination against Jews,” 
published in 1958. He sent me the book in 
answer to my editorial pointing out that the 
B’nai B’rith had joined the American Jewish 
Committee in the fight on the power struc- 
ture in our communities. 


Dear Gabe: 

It takes time, Gabe, it takes time. 
But eventually news does catch up with 
Indianapolis. For instance: you found big 
news in the views expressed by Sol Rabkin 
of ADL on “upper level” discrimination 
as you put it, and you editorialize for con- 
siderable length on how the ADL has 
accepted the thesis advanced by the Amer- 
ican Jewish Committee and how maybe 
the NCRAC ought to look into the situ- 
ation too. 

I’m glad that a slow summer day at 
least enabled you to catch up with a dis- 
cussion that has been going on for years. 
Just in order to bring you a little up-to- 
date, I am sending you herewith a copy 
of “Barriers: Patterns of Discrimination 
Against Jews.” It was published in 1958. 
Most of the material first appeared in 
publications of the ADL in 1957 and ear- 
lier. A 1957 item of special interest to you 
is the essay called “Discrimination and the 
Power Structure.” It’s only five or six 
pages. There it is all set out for you—and 
it’s only taken you three or four years 
to catch up with it. 

Seriously though, sociologists have 
been exploring the idea for at least a 
couple of decades and the evidence is 
worth examining.

We never argued that the power struc- 
ture was non-existent. But we contend that 
there is little that Jews can do to affect this 
kind of discrimination. We are sure that be- 
fore World War I the power structure was 
an ivory tower group whose ramparts could 
never successfully be breached by the Jew. 
Our position also is that this evil system 
is not worth the attention that the American 
Jewish Committee seems to be giving it, or 
rather to have given it. 


As Belth says in his letter only about 5 
pages out of 120 of the book are devoted to 
a discussion of “Discrimination and the Power 
Structure.” This seems to be about the right 
emphasis. 

The power structure will fall apart as 
democracy makes progress. Yet unlike dis- 
crimination in employment which is subject 
to attack by law, the exclusiveness of social

clubs is something which can be challengeg 
only on moral grounds. 

Also we don’t like the idea of saying tg 
these restricted clubs, we Jews want you to 
let us in. Hotels which discriminate are pyp. 
lic enterprises. City and Country clubs which 
bar Jews are something else again, and no 
self-respecting Jew would care to join them, 
So it’s a matter of emphasis Nat—this is where 
we differed with those who want to launch 
a full-scale drive on this power structure,

torial comment on the recent Re- 
gional Jewish Youth Conference 
held at the beginning of Sep- 
tember at Camp B'nai Brith, 
Starlight, Pa. However, I feel 
that you missed the important 
aspects of the Conference delib- 
erations and saw only the neces- 
sarily general press report is- 
sued by the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency. 

First, the mere fact that this 
was the first Conference at which 
representatives of all the major 
Zionist and non-Zionist youth or- 
ganizations met together to learn 
from each other, was itself, an 
jmportant and illuminating de- 
velopment for all the partici- 
pants. Second, the fact that the 
participants decided to continue 
this national contact on the local 
and regional level throughout the 
United States and Canada, is a 
step forward in Jewish youth 
life. Third, the delegates decided 
to recommend to all the organ- 
izations to place thé acquiring of 
formal Jewish education in the 
forefront of their concern and 
set as the acme increased study 
in the Jewish Day School as “the 
ideal means for a proper integra- 
tion of a Jewish and American 
culture.” They saw a _ function 
for the Jewish youth organiza- 
tions in stimulating Jewish youth 
to study at Hebrew schools and 
acquaint parents with their pro- 
grams and goals. Fourth, they 
urged all Jewish youth to learn 
the Hebrew language by seeking 
the establishment of Hebrew 
classes in synagogues and cen- 
ters beyond the minimal Dar 
mitzva preparation stage as well 
as urging members of youth or- 
ganizations to take on study of 
Hebrew language and literature 
on the high school and college 
level, wherever it is offered. 
Fifth, the Conference delegates 
urged the youth organizations to 
increase the participation in the 
Summer Institute jn Israel and 
the one-year workshops, spon- 
sored by the Jewish Agency and 
the various Zionist youth organ- 
izations. Sixth, the delegates un- 
derlined the importance of or- 
Banizing the vast majority of 
American Jewish youth who have 
not been reached by organized 
Jewish life through steady ef- 
forts to increase the membersiip 
of the Jewish youth organization. 

These were among the many 
Wdeas which the young people 
evolved in their discussions fol- 
lowing the presentations of the 
speakers. Your editorial takes as 
an example the bar mitzva and 
its “tinseled hypocrisy.” The com- 
Plaint about this is properly to 
be addressed to the parents, rath- 
er than to the young people 
themselves. If the Youth Confer- 
ence expressed no other recom- 
mendation than the need for con- 
tinuing Jewish education beyond 
the minimal bar mitzva stage, 
it would have already been very 
worthwhile.

JERUSALEM (P-O)—The pur- 
chase of the Hotel “Salvia” by 
Chief Rabbi Itzchak Nissim is 
currently under investigation by 
the Israeli Comptroller.

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“Warns Against Freezing Credits To Kibbutzim 


By CARL ALPERT 

HAIFA — Some of the old, 
well-established kibbutzim in the 
country are relatively prosper- 
ous. Their members live in com- 
fortable homes, and maintain a 
standard of liv- , 
ing which is 
certainly not 
below that of 
their brethren 
the city. Some 
of the younger 
kibbutzim are 
not so fortu- 
nate. They 
were created i 
during periods Alpert 
of stress, and have never quite 
succeeded in growing out of the 
emergency stage. Assistance 
which might have come to them 
from public bodies in normal 
times, has been diverted in re- 
cent years to help settlements of 
even newer immigrants to ad- 
just. 

A KIBBUTZ operates as an 
economic unit very much like a 
ee Pusiness operation. It requires 
capital and labor. The result of 
its operations is income. Labor is 
the membership of the kibbutz. 
Capital, well, that’s the rub. 
When the big crops come in, the 
kibbutz has an income, but in 
the meantime it needs funds for 








seed, machinery, living expenses, 
ete. 

It is not easy to borrow money 
in Israel. Government policy dis- 
courages it, blanket-wise, on the 
grounds that easy loans lead to 
inflation. But when someone 
needs money badly, be he busi- 
nessman or kibbutz, he is driven 
to the black market where credit 
is available — at a price. The 
maximum legal interest in Israel 
is 11 per cent — but it is com- 
mon knowledge that rates of 15, 
18 and 20 per cent, if not higher, 
are paid for “illegal” loans. 

A KIBBUTZ will gladly pay 
20 per cent to get enough money 
to carry it through the harvest 
season — since the banks won't 
loan it money. And if there 
should be a drought, or if the 
crops should be attacked by 
pests, the income does not suf- 
fice to cover the debt, and the 
kibbutz must carry its loan over 
into the next year — plus a new 
loan. 

The result has been that scores 
of fine, hard-working kibbutzim, 
which appear to give every evi- 
dence of growth, industriousness 
and progress, are burdened by 
that invisible but deadly weight 
of loans at high rates of inter- 
est. 

No one in Israel can become in- 





dignant about “usury,” for the 
alternative, under present condi- 
tions, would spell doom to doz- 
ens of settlements. 

A LOAN TO A kibbutz is ad- 
mittedly a risk, since one can ob- 
viously not foreclose on such an 
establishment, The _ individuals 
who take this risk get a high re- 
turn, but they also know that 
they won’t always get their 
money back when they may want 
it. 

Recognizing the predicament of 
the kibbutzim, therefore, the 
Government has offered to make 
available large loans, at no more 
than the legal rate, to enable the 
settlements at once to retire and 
consolidate all their onerous 
short-term loans. The offer 
sounded like a godsend, but there 
is one condition. The kibbutzim 
must provide a list of the lend- 
ers, and accounts of the loan 
transactions. Obviously, those 
loaning money at illegal rates 
are not declaring same on their 
income tax returns, and the Mi- 
nance Ministry would just love 
to get the evidence. 

REACTION OF the kibbutzim: 
Nothing doing! These men helped 
us out when we needed help; 
we shall not betray them to the 
Treasury. Besides, if the Govern- 
ment lets us down, we may have 





‘Slur’ Against Jewish Pol'ce 
Spells Trouble for Democrats 


NEW YORK (P-O) — Demo. 
cratic ward captains are going

A REPORTER for The POST 
and OPINION found that resent- 
ment still runs high in the sensi- 
tive ultra-Orthodox neighbor- 
hoods, of Williamsburgh and 
Crown Heights, Brooklyn. 

Commissioner Kennedy’s  re- 
mark on television that the Jew- 
ish police only got religion “dur- 
ing this period, during an emer- 
gency” aifronted many Jewish 
interests in the city who labeled 
the statement a slur against sin- 
cerely religious Jewish officers. 

THE QUESTING reporter 
found rumblings in Orthodox 
Jewish neighborhoods about “vot- 
ing Republican” or remaining 
away from the polls altogether 
in November. 





Resentment against the Demo- 


crats focused partly on Mayor 
Robert Wagner who was re- 
garded as “backing down” after 
first demanding that Kennedy 
apologize to the Jewish police- 
men. Wagner initially gave Ken- 
nedy a 48-hour ultimatum to 
apologize or else. The ultimatum 
was generally interpreted as 
meaning that if the Commission- 
er refused to apologize, the 
Mayor might demand his resigna- 
tion. 

However, Kennedy refused to 
apologize and the Mayor took no 
action other than issuing a sharp 
rprimand for the tone of the 
Commissioner's remarks. 

IN THE MEANTIME, it was 
disclosed that Governor Rocke- 
feller had offered the services of 
the National Guard to the city 
to ease the plight of the 900 
Jewish policemen who sought re- 
lease from duty during the High 
Holy Day period.

Israel Musician Scores 
As Philharmonic Leader 


NEW YORK (P-O)-—-A young 
Israel conductor who had never 
conducted a major orchestra be- 
fore, ascended the podium at the 
“Philharmonic Concert in Carne- 
gie Hall on Sunday, and led the 
orchestra as a “stand in” for 
Conductor Leonard Bernstein who 
was ill. 

THE ISRAEL musician—Elya- 
kum Shapira—performed so mag- 
nificently in conducting Beet- 
hoven’s “Leonora Overture No. 
3” that the audience manifested 
its pleasure with wave after wave 
of applause. 

His feat recalled an earlier in- 
stance involving no less a musi- 
cian than Leonard Bernstein him- 





self. Back in 1943 when Bruno 
Walter, the regular Philharmonic 
conductor at that time, became 
ill, Bernstein went on in his 
place and scored a tremendous 
success. 

ALTHOUGH Bernstein in pre- 
preparing for last Sunday’s con- 
cert, had set the interpretations, 
Shapira managed to introduce 
some of his own effective ideas 
in the rendition of the Beethoven 
classic. 

The Israel musician was one 
of three who rounded out Sun- 
day’s program in the absence of 
Bernstein. The other two were 
Gregory Millar of Canada and 


Russell Stanger, an American,

Renault to Pay 
Kaiser-Frazer 
1 Million Dollars 


JERUSALEM (P-O)—Renault, 
the French automobile company 
that broke a trade pact with the 
Israel Kaiser-Frazer company a 
year ago under pressure of an 
Arab economic boycott against 
Israel, has agreed to pay the 
Kaiser-Frazer corporation a com- 
pensation of $1,000,000, according 
to the Jerusalem Post. 

RENAULT HAD contracted to 
assemble its cars at the Israel 
K-F plant but reneged on the 
deal when President Nasser of 
the UAR threatened trade re- 
prisals against the French com- 
pany. 

Now however the situation 
seems to have come full circle. 
According to current reports, the 
two companies have signed an- 
other accord in Paris under the 
terms of which Renault will fur- 
nish Israel’s K-F, at some later 
date, with parts for assembling 
its cars, thus defying the Nasser 
boycott.

If the Finance Ministry woulg 
pledge that the revords would 
never find their way to the fn. 
come Tax Division, there might 
be a response, but the Ministry 
does not enjoy that much confi.

Friendly Relations Keynote 
Israeli-Arab Discussions 


FLORENCE, Italy (P-O) — Is- 
rael and Arab intellectuals shared 
the same platform here at a five- 
day Mediterranean Colloquium 
which ended last week. Friend- 
ly relations between the two 
groups keynoted the sessions. 

Prof. Martin Buber of Israel 
and George Henein, noted lead- 
er among Arab intellectuals, sat 
side-by-side at the speakers’ table 
as the meeting opened and then 
exchanged friendly comments on 
the theme, “From Traditional to 
Modern Society.” 

Prof. Buber emphasized the 
need of maintaining respect for 
individual freedom in the mod- 
ern state and Henein stressed 
the “suffocating effect” of regi- 
mentation on the citizen of the 
authoritarian state. 

Rustum Bastuni, an Israeli 
Arab, lauded the Government of 
Israel, for initiating certain so- 
ciological programs and_ then 
withdrawing in favor of private 
agencies. 

All speakers carefully skirted 
any_discussion of political topics 
which might impinge on current 
political differences between Is- 
rael and Egypt. Adly Andraos, 
leader of the Egyptian delega- 
tion, expressed the hope that 
while different delegates might 
begin their journey from differ- 
ent sides at the base of the pyra- 
mid, they would meet on com- 
mon ground at the summit. 

Prof. Giorgio La Pira, former 
Mayor of Florence and initiator 
of the Colloquium, expressed sat- 





isfaction over the large number 
of Israel and Arab delegates in 
attendence, 


Echoes of the Algerian-Parigs 
conflict were heard in the recipt 
of word from M. Robert Barrat, 
a Left-wing Catholic Frenchman, 
that he could not attend the ses 
sions because he had been ar.

AKIR (P-O) — The Israel Gov- 
ernment has ordered the re-em- 
ployment of workers fired for 
refusing to work on the Sab- 
bath at the Institution for Divid- 
ing Cotton here. 

THE INSTITUTE management 
notified all workers on Sept. 16 
that working on Saturday was 
compulsory, Those refusing to 
labor on that day would be fired, 
the management said. 

Seven workers informed their 
bosses that they would not work 
on the Sabbath, whatever the in- 
stitute ruling might be. When 
they returned to the job the fol- 
lowing Sunday, they were per- 
emptorily discharged. 

THE FIRING created a storm
